He had 
mounted a horse in the middle of the 
night, and was accompanied by an old 
negro, who was frightened half out of 
his wits by the falling stars, for it Was 
the night of what Edwin called the “star 
shower” of nearly sixty years ago. 

They looked up the almanac, but found 
there had been two of these showers, 
one in November, 1833, and another in 
November, 34. oaks 

Phe question temained in doubt, there- 
fore, last year, when Edwin stumbled 


on a letter of his father’s, dated Novem- | 
„ber, 1833. It was addressed to some 


old actor, long since dead, and contained 
these words: “Mrs. Booth hat just pre- 
sented me with a man child.” This get- 
tled the point, and the tragedian 2 
a year older than he had always sup. 
posed: This year he is fifty-nine instead 
of ight, so he never had a fifty- 
eighth birthday. Still, the day of the 
month remained undecided, but as Junius 
had been right in the yeur the chances 
are that he was right in the day, and the 
13th is celebrated byeEdwin’s friends. 
His room was half filled with presents 
and flowers—rempiders of their good 
will. ee 

Mr. Booth was not well when I called, 
and lay on a sofa while we talked of 
the first of his birthdays, which I had 
kept with lim, thirty-five years ago. We 
were youngsters then, and very dear 
friends; the last we are still; our youth 
4s gone, but affection remains. He was, 
as some of this generation may hot 
know, one of the handsomest men of ‘his 
time; gra ile, full of gesticulation, 
animation, intellectual fire; full, too, of 
humor although a tragedian. He used 
often to say he would have been a comic 
— only it was too much trouble to be 

y. 

As we recalied the past, the fire re- 
turned to his eyes, and his face became 
as mobile as ever; he fairly acted as he 
lay there telling me stories of his boy- 
hood and youth and reviving our old ex- 
periences:: We once visited together the 
farmhouse where has was born under that 
brilliant sky, and I had seen the old 
negro who went for the doctor. We had 
ransacked What was left of his father’s 
wardrobe and library, looked over the old 
play bills and put on theatrical clothes— 
thirty-five years ago. Ah me! tliose young 
and happy hours. 

As our memories grew vivid, the trans- 
formation went on. The fe@ble invalid 
gon his couch became once more the splen- 
did imaginative man of the e, of 
life and Yeeliig dnd intellect; ‘his whole 
frame instinct with expression, his fea- 
tures as much ‘ablaze as in Hamlet or

Inside, the lad had often another 
strange duty to perform. After some 
great burst of passion on the boards the 
actor rushed to the wings exhausted, to 
take breath before he returned for a still 
more exciting effort; and at this moment, 
while he gasped, the son poured, or rather 
threw, into his throat a half a glass of 
brandy and water—and the resuscitated 
player went on again. This occurred 
especially in the part of “Sir Giles Over- 
reach,” and while Edwin told me the 
story he half acted it before my eyes. His 
face took the terrible look of the wicked 
userer, his eyes glared, his mouth twitch- 
ed as he uttered the words of the palsie 
knight, and then described ‘the rush to 
the wings, the gulp, the rush back to 
the boards, fairly screaming to his enemy 
while he ran, “You look e, you look 
pale.” He declared he could not imagine 
how his father swallowed the drauglit 
and got back to his place in time; but he 
did, and the great scene went on. 

Edwin always talked tenderly of the 
father, whom in talent and tempera- 
ment, but not in character, he so strongly 
resembled: He has told me of the elder's 
religious feeling, and I remember that in 
the library of the old farmhouse, Bibles 
and Korans and “Imitations of Christ” 
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were placed on the shelves by the side of 
Shakespeare and Jonson and Sheri- 
dan. The son, often relates how his 
father used to feelte the Lord's prayer in

Young Booth acted with his father

The house 
was crowded, but the great actor did 
not appear. Edwin was just sixteen, 
and of éourse had often seen his father 
in all his roles, but never dreamed of at- 
tempting as yet the greater echaracter. 
Strange to say, however, the strippling 
had committed many of the parts to mem- 
ory, and among these the whole of

passed the house became impatient, and 


messengers were sent in every direction 
to find: the missing player, but without 
success. y, the 1 John R.

St. Florian is a prosperous settlement of 
Germans, six miles north of Florence.) Af- 
ter passing through a region of lax fatming 


on either side of it, where barns seem to 
rock and fences to need mending, the visitor 


is suddenly confronted with signg of new 
life. The plantations disappear and you 
see instead a settlement of farms. Smaller 
fields under perfect cultivation alternate 
with good pasture vineyards with 
orchards, and, here and there am 

the cozy, white-painted cottage, with trim- 
looking stables, granaries and stock yards. 

It is a picture of intensive farming. The 
fences are horse-high, pig-tight and bul- 
strong. The dwellings are plain but sub- 
stantial; many of them contain a second 
story; they are painted without and frescoed 
within; and neatuess is shown everywhere. 
Most of the dwellings face on the Bailey 
Springs road, which leads through the set- 
tlement becoming a street at the postotfice, 
where the Crossroads grocery, the drug 
store and a few dwellings buddie closer 
together. 

At a retired distance from this spot stands 
a cozy church with a schoolhouse by it; 
and these form the @ater of life in the com 
munity. It is conspicuous that there are 
few cross-legged croakers and loafers seat- 
ed about the grocery or.-postofiice. he 
people are all too busy for loafing.

Ibese 
investigations have had no bearing at- 
ever on the effect of cigarette smoking as 
an article of tobacco, but have been iusti- 
tuted to prove or disprove the charges of 
pernicious adulteration. These charges have 
been widescast and general. On irrespon- 
sible authority it has been stated repeated 
ly that the average cigarette is a sum of 
abominations, among its ingredients be'ng, 
as the charges run, arsenic, opium, w ite 
lead, hashish, and innumerable other per- 
nicious adulterations. Just what object 
there was in the manufacturer introducing 
these compounds isto his goods was not 


stated, except in the case of the opium 


and arsenic, the former of which was sup- 


posably to make a more sure victim of the 


cigarette smoker and the latter to whiten 
the cigarette paper. 

Those who have any knowledge at al: of 
the manufacture of paper will at once res h. 
ize how ridiculous and absurd the latter 
statement is. Arsenic could by no poasible 
process or use in any way make 4 Paper 
more adapted for use on cigarettes. On the 
other hand, it would render the paper un- 
fit for the cigarette maker’s purpose. This 
is a well-known fact to se who Lave 
any knowledge of paper manufacturing, 
but as the public is unwilling to give up a 
prejudice of this nature on mere general 
statements, it may be timely to state that 
the wrapping papers used on cigarestes 
have recently been undergöing some rigid 
tests for the purpose of discovering any 
such adulterafion in them, if it existed. 

It is a well-known fact that a chemist can 
instantly detect the presence of the smallest 
Quantity of arsenic. 

Some time since the secretary of the 
state board of health of the atate of New 
York, with a view to ascertaining what 
truth there was in the rumors ubout the 
poisonous adulteration of cigarettes, refer- 
red the matter to Mr. Willis G. ‘Tucker, 
analyst of the state board. In his reply, 
which is very positive in the statement that 
such charges ure unfounded co fur as the 
leading American brands of cigarettes are 
concerned, Mr. Tucker says: 

On searching the chemical, medical and sol- 
entific journals and textbooks, no definite state- 
ment could be found to the elfect that opium 
or other poisonous drugs or compounds wete 
employed in the manufacture of —— 
or that the paper in which they are peng 
is contaminated by arsenic, or purposely 
preguated therewith, or with other poisonous 
substances, nor were any 7 results 
found recorded showing that such is the case. 
Nevertheless statements of this kind are fre 


yueotly made in the newspapers on no other | 


authority, and these statements, being careless- 
ly repeated avout from mouth to mouth, come 
ut last, with no good reason, to be believed 
by many people. 
“rhe samples were carefully examined, and 
as fully as time allowed for the work 
would admit, more particularly for opium, and 
the ‘wrappers for arsenic, but no traces of 
either of these qupetances, nor ee va ong 
resence of any other poisonous substance . 
—— to the tobacco, were discovered in any of 


em. 

The tobacco of each was carefully scrutinized 
before analysis, but failed to reveal the pres- 
euce of any foreign matter visible to the eye 
The paper in which the tobacco was wrapped 
in each reyes burned to an exceedingly 
winute white ‘ ; 

These results, howevef, proved that the to 
bacco used in these cigarettes may not — 
been manipulated in various ways. f 
tobacco is blehded by the admixture of dit. 
ferent varieties, and is sometimes bleached aud 
sometimes colored. In some cases it is treat- 
ed with sugar, molasses, glycerine, and lico 
rice and the like, or flavored with various sub- 
stauces which, so far as known, are neither 
poisonous nor harmful. The tobacco used in 
the manufacture of cigarettes is, however, 
probabiy muck less frequently flavored and oth- 
erwiiie arftificially treated than is 
ordipary chewing and smoking to- 
bacco and that employed N the 
manufacture of cigars. Cigarettes are 
generally made from tobacco of good quality, 
and the anonymous sensational statements 
that appear f-om time to time in the newspa- 
pers to the effect that they are prepared from 
the filthiest tobacco and the rtiest refuse 
are not worthy of credence, and can easily 
refuted. 

As regards the paper wrapper, there is no 
reason why an impure or poisonovs paper 
should be en and 2 reasons why it 
should not. am ignorant of any facts prov- 
ing sich to be the case, at least so far as the 
leading American brands of cigarettes are cob- 
been 


ed. 

Concerning the alleged use of opium in cig- 
arettes, a recent writer in a scientific journal 
says: “A siliy but 3 2 is 
that cigarettes contain opium. there were 
no other reason, the manufacturer could not af- 
— to introduce the oriental drug into his 
goods. 

This would seem to prove conclusively 
that these promiscuous charges of poisonous 
adulteration, made, doubtless by well mean- 
ing but irresponsible persons, are not true. 
Of course there is intended here, no defense 
of cigarette smoking. Doubtless the use of 
any smoking article to any excess is inju- 
rious. But it seems that the blame which 
should attach to the cigarette should be at- 
tributed to the proper cause. The natural 
poisons of tobacco, it may be positively stat- 
ed, are responsible for what harm there is 
in the cigarette habit. It is not necessary 
to trump up charges of gratuitous and cause- 
less adulteration to account for the effects 
‘of the use of cigarettes. A manufacturer 
who has his own interest at heart will nat- 
urally put out as pure an article as he can 
for the price, and it is needless to explain to 
those who use cigarettes that any for- 
eign or obnoxious adulteration can be more 
readily detected in the cigarette than in 
any other form of tobacco. As a further 
authority on this subject may be quoted the 
result of a recent analytical test made by 
Mr. J. C. Wharton, a prominent chemist 
of Nashville. In referring to tests made 
of several brands of cigarettes, bought in 
open market and without the knowledge of 
the manufacturers, he says: 

I made a careful analysis of them, both 
conteats and wrappers, and of the ashes” pro- 
duced by burning them. My main search 
was ty detect aduiterations and hurtful drugs 
such as morphine and other alkaloids of 
opium, strychuine, arsenic, copper, lead, etc., 
which might produce constitutional effects 
peculiar to these poisons. I found nicotine and 
other compounds natural to tobacco, but 
could not detect morphine or the other before 
mertioned substauces looked fur as adultera- 


ns. 

My analysis nad observations of the mater- 
jals composing these cigarettes lead me to the 
conclusion and belief that they are made from 
well-selected, clean tobacco leaf and a puri- 
fied article of harmless paper. 

These statemets refer to the cigarette 
merely as regards its chemital purity from 
adulteration. They have nothing whatever 
to do with the cigarette as an article of 
smoking tobacco, considered as tobacco. 
All tobaccos contain poisons. Nicotine is a 
deadly poison, when taken in sufficient quan- 
tities. To what extent it can be taken with 
benefit or with harm by man is a ques- 
tion fur the doctors to de. But when 
a man smokes tobacco, whether it be a ei- 
gar, a pipe or a cigarette, he has a right to 
know whet he is smoking. He wishes to 
smoke tobacco. If he.is furnished with a 
pure article, then the effects of the tobacco 
on him are of his own seeking. 

But when it is charged that he is being 
deceived in what he is smoking, and that 
under cover of a pure article he is being fur- 
nished with

preciation of the effect of political influ- 
ences, that he had wisdom and discretion 
beyond his years. Lamont never possess- 
ed the faculty of concealing thought by 
speech. He was not a glib talker, hiding 
behind rapid and inconsequential utterance 
knowledge or motives. e impressed every 
one with whom he chatted as knowing and 
concealing a great deal more than he re- 
vealed, and that perhaps added to his rep- 
utation for political wisdom. 1 he 

Lamont’s opportunity came unbeknown 
him with the election of Grover Cleveland 
to the governorship in the fall of 1882. Mr. 
Cleveland perceived when he went to Al- 
bany that he was almost like a captain 
without a pilot; he knew very little of the 
machinery of state government, and noth- 
ing of the various politics that prevailed 
in different localities. He wanted a man 
by his side who could furnish him with 
this knowledge, who was digcreet, indus- 
trious and loyal, and when he asked if 
there was such a one, Mr. Manning in- 
stantly replied that Dan“ Lamont had 
every one of these qualifications. And 
thus Lamont became Cleveland's private 
secretary. 

Mr. Cleveland is an astute judge of men, 
although some of his friends have thought 
him lacking in this quality. He also takes 
strong likes and dislikes. Lamont had not 
deen with him a month before Cleveland 
perceived that he had secured not only a 
valuable assistant, but a man whose mental, 
moral and physical characteristics were ex- 
actly to his liking. Lamont’s executive 
capacity is exemplified by ordinary tact, a 
quality which r., Cleveland’s friends 
have felt that he lacked. Moreover, La- 
mont was quiet. unassuming, diligent and 
capable of quite as hard work as Mr. 
Cleveland himself, so that the relations be- 
tween them took on more the characteris- 
tics of personal ape ir pred — liking than 

ose of emplover ahd employe. 

. is one of the traditions that after Mr. 
Cleveland was elected president he said 
to Lamont: 

‘Dan, I won’t go to Washington unless 
you go too.” 

“But I can't afford it, governor. I can 
live. very nicely in Albany on my income, 
but I don’t see how I can live in Washing- 
ton on it.” 

Then Mr. Cleveland, silent for a moment, 
told Lamont that he would out of his own 
pocket make up an amount sufficient, with 
the salary of private secretary, to enable 
Lamont to live in Washington as became 
his office, and with this brief conversation 
the whole matter was settled. 

Lamont was the only private secretary 
to a president who ever gained fame throug 
his management of that office. Others have 
held the, office who have afterward secured 
repute. No one has ever gained national 
distinction by reason of the service in it 
excepting Lamont. Mr. Cleveland himself 
was extraordinarily impressed with the tact 
which his secretary displayed, almost as 
much by this quality as by the wisdom of 
some of Lamont’s suggestions and his dis- 
cretion, which seemed almost too mature 
for one of his wa These qualities also 
impressed Mr. Whitney, who, while secre- 
tary of the navy, was alreasly in negoti- 
ation with certain great capitalists for im- 
portant business interests which he under- 
took to develop as soon as the administra- 
tion was ended. 

To the eyes of the politician and in fact 
the business man the intimacy between 
Whitney and Lamont seemed almost nnac- 
countable, The secretary was a man of 
the highest culture, of seemingly indolent 
mannerism, an unusual. one for an Amer- 
ican, although quite common in England, 
and which. was altogether misleading 
when estimates of 
ability were made. He had unusual fond- 
ness for the fascinations of social life, ex- 
uisite charm as a host, high cultivation 
fh matters of art and literature and pos-

SHOPLIFTERS OF PARIS. 


Kleptomania of the Females of the French 
Capital. . . 

19 Ru Escribe, Paris, France, January 
21.—One of the greatest advantages of 
practicing law in Paris is that it brings 
one into close touch with things human 
in contradistinction to things purely 
American. 

It gives a young American lawyer ex- 
cellent opportunities for broadening the 
field of his knowledge by learning inter- 
national law, and comparing the rights 
of nations with the laws of his own 
country, and at the same time gives him 
the privilege of applying these laws for 
the benefit of his own country people. 

His practice, especially if he does the 
legal work for the United States legation, 
is more varied than the practice of any 
lawyer in Georgia or New York. It com- 
prises not only questions of international 
law which must be applied to the laws 
of any of our forty-four states that the 
client happens to come from, but a gen- 
eral protecting interest in the rights and 
privileges of all Americans, whether they 
be residents of the American colony here 
or are only birds of passage, who have, 
nevertheless, not been able to leave their 
responsibilities of citizenship behind them 
as they have their homes. ‘There are con- 
tracts and agreements and no end of 
knotty questions in commercial law; and 
then, too, sometimes a man who consents 
to die does not always find it convenient 
to go home to make his will, and when 
two young people want to rush madly 
into matrimony they cannot do it, even 
though only one of them be American, 
without several red-taped certificates on 
stamped paper, and in other ways the 
good offices of the American lawyer are 
sought. 

And Then Come the Women. 

In America we can refuse, and often do, 
to take a woman as a client. In Paris, 
however, we have to do it. They are 
always getting into trouble—more so on 
this side, I often think, than at home, 
and one of the most common grievances 
that the lawyer here has to deal with for 
the gentler sex is that mania which we: 
call, in very plain English, shoplifting. 

It.is hard to believe that an American 
woman traveling abroad for pleasure, 
with an unlimited letter of credit in her 
pocket, would entertain herself with the 
difficult and very rous pastime of 
pilfering small and ueless articles from 
the Magasine du Louvre or Bon Marche, 
but it is a fact—they do. There are be- 
tween forty and fifty thousand shop- 
lifters. arrested in Paris every year. 
These women—for they are all women, 
rarely ever a man—are not merely 
suspects, but they are women who have

The Bon Marche, the largest retail 
shop fn the world, employs a hundred 
men who do nothing but watch for shop- 
lifters.

The detectives cannot be distinguished 
from ordinary customers; they always 
wear hats and plain clothes, and often 
carry a small purchase under their arms.

The thous- 
ands of mirrors with which this great 
shop is empanelled aid the detectives 
very materially in their work. When a 
suspect is seen and caught in the act of 
hiding an article under the skirt of her 
dress, or in a muff, or in laying down 
her handkerchief and 

Picking It Up with an Article 
concealed in it, then, by telephonic com- 
munication to a nearer watch, the 
suspect is described and pointed out, and 
is followed with a close eye. 

An arrest is never made until the per- 
son in question has left the building and 
gone into the street, and never then up- 
less the proof is absolutely convincing. 

The wife of one of the highest judges 
in Paris is a shoplifter, and the wife of 
one of the chiefs of police has been de- 
tected gtealing from the Magasine du 
Louvre. 

A handsomely dressed and very ele 
gant lady was discovered the other day 
at the Bon Marche secreting small 
articles about her person. In the pocket 
of an elegant seal-skin she quietly slipped 
a ten-cent penknife, while in her muff 
she hid a small leather-covered memoran- 
dum book. After buying and paying for 
a pair of gloves, she left the shop, follow- 
ed by a detective. As she was just step- 
ping into her carriage, the door of which 
was opened by her footman, she was 
arrested and conducted to the nearest 
police station. Upon being searched. 
there was found on her person three or 
four trifling articles, the combined value 
of which was less than a dollar, while 
in her purse there were bank notes ex- 
ceeding in amount three thousand francs. 

These cases are always tried within 
three days after arrest, and rarely ever 
consume more than thirty minutes of the 
court’s time. The penalty is often im- 
prisonment for short terms, seldom ex- 
eeeding six months; more usually one or 


dnd often both a fipe and imprisonment 
is the sentence, the judge using his dis- 
cretionary power. 

When a shoplifter is arrested and 
searched, then her apartments at home 
are always immediately searched, and the 
sentence imposed by the judge depends 
often upon whether other stolen articles 
are found. For the first offence, the 
penalty is light. 

Shoplifters are warned always about 
a second appearance before a judge. 
Upon the first offense, they are critically 
questioned, their size and height meas- 
ured, a perfectly accurate description 
made, and, besides, a photograph taken 
for future reference. 

I was sent for the other day to go to 
prison and see an American woman who 
had been arrested for shoplifting from 
one of the largest establishments in 
Paris. The proof was overwhelmingly 
convincing and perfectly clear against 
her. She had stolen—the articles were 
found on her person, and there could 
have been no mistake. Yet, through her 
tears and sobs, she firmly denied the 


paid for the articles. I knew she had 
not done so, but had stolen them, and 
would most certainly be convicted. 
„Look here,” I said at last in despera- 
tion, IJ know you have taken these 
articles; but, of course, it is the first time 
in your life that you have ever stolen. 
I know the director of this shop, and he 
will ‘not be disposed to give you trouble. 
Confess, sign a letter saying you are 
sorry, pay for these trifles, and I will 
get you off, otherwise you must bear the 
copsequences.”

There were clothes to be made for the 
babies and little children, and as well for 
the “‘orphans,” the shiftless bachelors and 
motherless boys and girls who would not 
sew if they could.

“Hawaii,” I studed as I day there and 
listened to the rain. Thinks I, that sounds 
a long way off. It don't sound as near 
as did the “Cherokee country,” nor Texas, 
nor the territories—it’s got an outlandish 
whang to it, I thought. But the young 
generation is in for annexing, I think, 
and there is no use in saying a thing. 
I watched some of the young generation 
roll up a big snowball the other day. 
There was a rivalry between two sets 
as to which could make the largest ball. 
One ball got immense as they kept rolling 
it. It was so large after awhile that 
they could not handle it. They made a 
supreme effort and with their combined 
strength and ingenuity succeeded in get- 
ting the great ball to the top of a hill. 
Now they had it, was the thought, they 
could roll it now—and they did roll it— 
down. When it was started down it 
was so heavy and ponderous they couldn’t 
stop it, and so it went, faster and faster, 
till at the bottom it flindered into mil- 
lions of fragments. You can make the 
application here without my going to 
work to tell you afl about what my 
thoughts were as I lay there on the cotto 
seed and the rain pattered, pattered, pa 
tered on the house top. 

I don’t guess it makes any difference, 
but I’m opposed to any Hawali annexa- 
tion. .There are plenty of people living 
who can remember what a craze there 
‘was to secure the Cherokee Indian coun- 
try. The Chattahoochee river was then 
the western boundary line between the 
whites and red men, and folks thought 
it the very thing to get the territory the 
other side. They thought we needed it 
and they thought they would be satisfied 
when they got it. It hadn’t been very 
long since the poor Indians had agreed 
to this line aad they thought that now 
the whites wold be satistied, for mey 
said, as they crossed over the river, “Ala- 
bama, Alabama,“ meaning, “Here we 
rest, here we rest.” So the state took 
its name. But they were not allowed to 
rest there. The whites have been no 
more satisfied than before, nor did the 
great state of Texas satisfy them, nor all 
that territory west of the Mississippi— 
you can’t satisfy them, they want the 
earth. We don’t need any more territory. 
It might seem clever in us to open our 
door to Hawaii, being they are knocking, 
and give them a good government, but 
charity should begin at home good gov- 
ernment for what is already here snould 
be the first consideration. There is lots 
of wailing about hard times, lots of men 
out of work and the women are having to 
pitch in and do the “supporting” act, 
but if we annex H@vaii and let all of 
that populaton of Chinese into citizenship, 
it won two weeks till they’ll think 
themselves as good as a fuili-fledged 
Georgia cracker and take the washing 
from the women besides. The Chinaman 
must be kept down. They are all the foiks 
We can abuse now. It has got so we 
can’t cuss the yankees nor the negroes— 
I daresent spell it with two “gs” any 
more—and I don’t see how we will be 
able to cuss at all if the Chinaman “gets 
there.” In this connection, and in se- 
riousness, I will state that it is appalling 
to an old man like me to see how the 
foreign element is outstripping the 
“cracker.” Foreigners are not to blame, 
It is natural for them to be clannish, and it 
is natural that they should go to work 
and run this government—national, state 
and municipal—to suit themselves if they 
can. If they are not quite holding the 
balance of power they are making great 
strides in that direction, and they have us 
“hacked” so that it is only a matter of 
a short time till the Georgia cracker will 
not be in it, if he don’t wake up and, as- 
sert himself. 

As the rain pattered on I found myself 
taking up handfuls of the cotton seed 
and Jetting them run out in a stream. As 


old as I am I would like to get out in the 


sand and make froghouses and “play 
miller and watch the sand pour as J 
uster, but it wouldent be now as it was 
then; the little playmates would not be 
there; many of them—the most of them— 
have passed over the river, and the ones 
who still tarry could not stoop around 
and pat the sand on their feet and lean 
over the “doodle houses” and glibiy call

bug would come up and they had him in 
the hollow of their hands. They are too 
stiff in the joints for the 
bending and stooping, and too 
dim of sight to see the little 
bug, but we old folks live over aguin

Just to think that as I poured these 
séed from my hand I must have my 
thoughts disturbed by the “fact” that 
they are worth thirty-two cents per bush- 
el.

They were worth 
nothing when I was young—folks wouldn't 
have picked a. million bushels up in the 
road; they were dangerous then to hogs; 
farmers hauled them «into the marshes 
in out-of-way places to hide them.

But the question of how much shall 
a man be allowed to accumulate and keep 
is looming up and will have to be settled 
before long by American people. For the 
safety of the republic there will have to be 
a limitation of some sort. John Stewart 

says it will have to be done. Andrew 
Carnegie says the state ought to take one- 
half all that a millionaire leaves behind 
him and this law would force him to divide 
out before he died and induce him to make 
his gifts to public charities and colleges, 
while in life, like Rockefeller and Armour 
are doing now and like Peter r and 
Peabody and others did do. 

The Illinois Bar Association has declared 
in favor of limitation upon wealth and Mr. 
Stead says the time is near at hand when 
the children’s inheritance will be limited to 
a sum that will give each an income 
of $100,000 and no more. It would take 
about $3,000,000 to do that at 3 1-2 per 
cent. That law would give Jay Gould’s 
children $12,000,000 which is enough I 
reckon to support them. The other $60,000,- 
000 would go fo the state for hospitals and 
homes for the poor and the unfortunate. 
But if that had been the law, Jay Gould 
would have divided his property long ago 
and so dodged the law or else he would have 
done some big thing with it that would 
have given him a better obituary than he 
got. A much better law than Mr. Stead's 
would be a graduated tax not only on in- 
heritances, but on accumulations made dur- 
life. If Mr. Gould with $20,000,000 can 
buy up judges and legislature, as he boasts 
that he did, what could he not do with $100,- 
000,000 or $200,000,000? What could 
a combine of twenty men do 
whose holdings aggregated $1,000,- 
000,000? If combines of a few millions 
can wreck a great railroad system like the 
Central, what can these billionaires do? 
Before the war there were but few very 
rich men and they were afraid to scheme 
and corner and combine but they are multi- 
plying rapidly in the great cities. They 
are absorbing the wealth of the nation and 
their methods are attracting public atten- 
tion and public canceta. Something is 
going to be done. It will not begin down 
south for we have not suffered yet but the 
tendency of capital is that way everywhere 
and the same evils will reach us before 
long. There must be some limitation upon 
wealth. The joint estate of the Astors is 
estimated at $250,000,000 and most of it 
is in real estate in the city of New York. 
Their chief income is from rents and they 
can make the rests exhorbitant if they 
choose and defy competition. Rockefeller 
comforts his conscience with his gifts but 
much of his profits came from the wrecks 
of competing companies that he crushed out 
of existence. If a man is making $10,000,- 
000 a year, it is the easiest thing in the 
world to give away $1.000,000 occasionally 
and that seems to satisfy the people. They 
will point to the Chicago university or the 
Vanderbilt and say he is a great, big-heart- 
ed gentleman! 

The methods of which these colossal 

fortunes are made is a bad example to the 
rising generation. Our young men are rest- 
less and are hunting for some short cuts 
to fortune. Judge Clark made a sad com- 
mentary upon it the other day in Atlanta. 
He was passing sentence upon a young 
man and said what is the matter with our 
young men? “Almost every day I am call- 
ed upon to pass sentence upon some one of 
them, young men who have been raised by 
respectable parents—young men who have 
been well educated and are canable of earn- 
ing an honest living. What is the matter 
and when will it stop? It grieves me and 
alarms me and I feel helpless because I 
know of no remedy.” 
Well, it does look like public morals are 
degenerating. I saw in a paper yester- 
day that a woman, who had a case in court 
against a railroad, testified that ten lawyers 
came to see her to get her case before the 
doctor got there. The lawyers beat the 
doctor to the tank. And this kind of prac- 
tice seems to be professional in Atlanta 
and it is spreading even to our country 
towns. And yet the lawyers are the ton of 
society. Alas, for society! BILL ARP.

‘IN| THE PRISON AT PANAMA. 


Convicts Displayed Like Beasts In a 
Menagarie—The People’s Dreas 
and Habits. 


Panama, February 14.—(Special Cor, 
respondence.)}—This isthmus is in a 
way like the wee neck of an hour- 
glass. Travelers and steamers from 
many ports focus here and then scatter. 

It is a momentary resting place to peo- 
ple going everywhere. Most of, the vis- 
itors tarry on beard the steamships pass- 
ing through—but temporarily at anchor 
in Panama bay—and from their decks 
study the place and the people almost 
with bird's eye sweep. : : 

Around these steamers in the bay 
small boats loiter in storm or sun like 
sharks. They generally take a boat full, 
say eight people, ashore for 84. Ameti- 
can (or gold as they say). They bring 
lobsters and oranges and pineapples from 
the islands. These p pples must be 
tasted before one can form any idea 
of their lusciousness when lately plucked. 
Some swimming and diving is done from 
the float from which the freight is load- 
ed into the steamer. The men are care- 
ful, I am told, as to the time of day at 
which they take the plunge, as these 
waters are beset with sharks ever alert 
zor “more veal.” Should an American 
happen to tumble overboard after hav- | 
ing been stalilfed on the“ bountiful ship 
fare, he would be classed as an entros. 
What I noticed about these fellows bath- 
ing was that they were stripped to the 
waist right under the eyes of lady pas- 
sengers on shipboard. But nothing is 
thought of the nude down here. I heard 
critical comment made by young ladies 
and their escorts on the cute little phy- 
siques of naked negro children under 
banana trees along the railroad or sitting 
in the doorways of Panama. One gets 
into a deshabille frame of mind under 
the June fingered caress of the air, and the 
eye floats languidiy and acquiescently 
over all lapses in dress. It finds them 
‘everywhere. There must be this tone 
of relaxation, and as soon as anything 
seems necessary, it ceases to be condemn- | 
ed by the eye. Heat and open sun must 
be avoided, though the blacks sometimes 
go bareheaded in it. Caution must be 
always observed by the stranger. The 
good doctor on board the San Jose, off 
Panama, told some frightful Jabberwok 
stories of how people had gone ashore and 
come back in ten hours down with the

fever. The purser, too, a joily good chap, 
by the bye, yclept Garland, was full of 
yellow fever reminiscence, with black 
vomit attachment, but quite a party went 
ashore. 


Landing at Panama. 


The mode of ‘landing, when the tide is 
out, is not a happy one. For the fall of the 
ring tide, which is on now, is twenty- 
three feet and of the neap tide eighteen. 
The boat goes nearly ashore, and is met by 
another t-bottomed boat which gets 
nearer. The men jump out and the women 
are carried out in the strong arms of scan- 
tily clad natives, as it would evidently be 
contrary to American etiquette for the. 
young Man accom 3 to pay such close 
Attention. Then the walk is made through 
black mud up a flight of heavy antique 
stone steps to the narrow street. On their 
backs natives were lying asleep, where I 
landed, without protection against the wet. 
Further down an imp infernal picked his 
way among logs. He has a bag hooked 
over his head and hanging down his back. 
He was black with sticky mud, and had an 
indefinite look below the bag. You forgot 
he was human, and didn't look for clothes. 
He was busy splitting wood much like red 
oak for use in the power plant of the elec- 
tric station near by, This wood was al- 
most as heavy as irop and tough as lignum 
tas. Tt was brough down frour the upper 
coast in small boats and unloaded at low 
tide. When the tide rose not a log of it 
even changed its position an inch. Then, 
too, I was informed by Mr. Mansfield, the 
progressive young _ superintendent of the 

lant, that the wood had to’ be put in and 
erg while it was damp; that it would 
not give heat ff allowed to dry. All the 
woods seem to be hard that grow in this 
marshy country near the coast, notably the 
mahogany, lignum vitae and coca bola 
wood, but the forests of the country are 
magnificently varied with fine woods. 

A Place of Memories.

Merry music and quip 
of well wined and well witted monk of long 
ago flit about in 2 coyly and with the 
swift, crimson nash of the humming bird, 
and a saintlier music, as of eld mission } 
bells in spring’s umaranthine valleys, comes 
back like the perfume of pure white lilies, |.

eredly as the . iove in the cup of the Spiritus 
Sanctus flower that blooms on sheltered 
mound within. :

A CITY OF AMBER. 


A Beautiful Deserted Place in Hindcostan. 
A Wonderful Place. 

The renowned and now deserted city of 
Amber, in northwestern India, flourished 
with its countless tliousands of inhabitants 
ani unfold wealth and splendor in the time 
of r says The San Francisco 

e. | 

It is situated in a mountain nook, about 
five miles from the present city of Jeypore, 
and is one of India’s jeweled possessions 
for untiquarians. 

The great amber palace is built of solid 


‘red sandstone and variegated Jeypore mar- 


ble, and inlaid with costly gems. It has 
stood for centuries as it now stands, upon 
an elevated mountain slope overlooking a 
picturesque lake and @urrounded by steep 
and rugged fortified peaks, with the walled 
and long since doomed and ruined city 
below. 

The palace is a masterly structure of 
Hindoo arttitecfure, solid and secure, yet 
ornamental and beautiful.

JUDGz JACKSON CONFIRMED, 


There Was No Opposition—Who Will Be Ap- 
pointed as Jackson's Successor? © 

Washington, February 18.—If there was 
at any time a disposition on the part of the 
democrats to oppose the confirmation of 
Judge Jackson, to be an associate justice 
of the supreme court of the United States, 
that opposition vanished when the senate 
went into executive session this afternoon. 
There was not even the formality of a 
vote. The executive journal was read con- 
taining the nomination of Judge Jackson, 
which had previously been reported favor- 
able. and when the President of the senate 
said, “If there are no objections the nomi- 
nation will stand confirmed,” not a senator 
opened his mouth. In this quiet way all 
opposition disappeared, and Associate 
Justice Jackson will, as soon as convenient 
to him, qualify for the pace to which he has 
been appointed by the republican president. 
The injunction of secrecy was not removed 
from the proceedings. 

Who Will succeed Jackson? 

The confirmation of the nomination of 
Howell E. Jackson, to be an associate 
justice of the supreme court, has led to the 
speculation in political circles as to the 
identity of his successor of the circuit bench. 
What President Harrison will do in the 
matter it is, of course, impossible 
to say. Since the surprise occasioned by 
the nomination of Judge Jackson, no one 
cares to hazzard a prediction. The demo- 
crats say that the confirmation of Judge 
Jackson was reached through an under- 
standing that the, president would not nom- 
inate any one to succeed him.

And Populists and Republicans 
Draw Long Sighs of Relief. 


THE STORY OF THE CONFLICT 


Which Is Probably the Most Notable in 


the Annals of American Politics. 
The Situation at Present. 


Topeka, Kan., February 18. Special.) 
Today witnessed the close oe ae bois- 
terous but bloodless Kansas war. 

The state has scored a unique victory 
in settling at least one difficulty without 
further redding the war ban- 
ner of “Bloody ’ 
gore was shed by any imple 
ment of war. This morning all was a 
stir about the city with a bustle of evacu- 
ation. Most of the soldiery had with- 
drawn by sunrise and such as remained, 
with the exception of a few troops left 
to guard the capitol, departed by noon. 


All four of the passenger depots in the, 


eatly hours of the day resembled mili- 
tary barracks with the lines of soldiery. 
They were surrounded by crowds of 


| partisan spectators who had flocked into 


the capitol at the first signal of alarm. 
Among them, too, were many of the 
lawmakers who, released from duty by 
temporary adjournment, will recuperate 
from the strain of the week at home 
Suuday. 

About the capitol hovered that serenity 
following a tumult. The premises were 


astir with people, but they were no longer | 


opposing mobs. Busy senators attended 
their duties. Languid legislators lounged 
in representative chambers. 

Throngs of ladies and _ spectators 
visited the late scene of violence and in 
all the corridors and at the doorways 
soldiers Paced or stood sentinel, while the 
red badges of thirty remaining assist- 
ant sergeants-at-arms flaunted conspicu- 
ously on men and boys bearing big Colt’s 
revolvers. ' 

About the state arsenal stood a number 
of mounted cannon to enforce the peace 
of politics. 

The two giants had been dissuaded from 
a course of violence. The calm was being 
utilized to settle the dispute by the arbi- 
trament of equity and reason. 


Governor Lewelling’s Act. 

It was evident late Thursday night that 
a temporary peace would be had when 
Governor Legrelling, populist, made an 
overture to the republican legislature, 
which was accepted with slight modifi- 
cations. Relief came to both parties, for 
each was frightened at the storm cloud 
that had been conjured up. This agree 
ment, without recognizin 
legality of either 
house, presided over A 
Dunsmore, or the republican legislature, 
under Speaker Douglass, decided for the 
present that the republican house should 
continue in possession of the represeta- 
tive chamber, unmolested, while the popu-

later reflection, all sides join in his praise, for 
it is seen that had quiet not been restored 
at any sacrifice of personal pride, a terrific 
loss of life would have been the price. 
While his own party is somewhat chagrin- 
ed at his action, all now endorse it un- 
qualifiedly . 

The chief development of today was the 
decision of Judge Hazen in the district 
court granting an injunction to 
the republicans upon the state treas- 
urer restraining him from paying out 
money through the appropriation bills of the 
populist house. This is taken as one evi- 


dence of the oo house’s illegality, but, 


by populists themselves, it V said to be a 
victory over the republicans because $20,- 
000 has already been drawn to support the 
»opulist house, while the republican house 
— lived on its own resources and party 
charity and under this injunction, it is like- 
wise debarred from any state support. 
Attorney General Little, populist, under 
instruction from the governor, will at 
once appeal the case.

He surrendered to the republican ser- 
geant-at-arms who went to his home, but 
when near the capitol was forcibly deliv- 
ered by a crowd of populists. 

Rich, with his friends, proceeded to the 
governor’s office and then to the house of 
representatives amid loud huzzas by the 
populists. Sixty-seven  sergeants-at-arms 
were then sworn in by Speaker Douglass 
and orders for the arrest of certain of the 
mob were isssued. They were taken later 
Tuesday night. 

Wednesday morning Speaker Douglass 
learned that the populists had barricaded 
the house of representatives, and, gathering 
all his republican strength, he proceeded 
thither, and after a desperate struggle, bat- 
tered the door in with a sledgehammer, in 
his own hands and took possession. 

Immediately Governor Lewelling called 
on the militia of the state. Excitement 
went rampant. The streets of the city 
were immediately crowded. The militia 
poured in on every train and the republi- 
cans barricaded. 

It was then found that most of the 
troops refused to act against the republi- 
can house. Realizing this, the governor 
went before the house at 10 o'clock p. m. 
Wednesday and gave the republicans one 
hour to leave or the alternative of turning 
the soldiery upon them. They refused in 
high spirits, and the governor left, very in- 
4 The statehouse was surrounded 
by the militia, and martial law de- 
elared. It has since developed that he or- 
dered the troops td clear out the chamber 
but they refused to obey him, and several 
changes in officers followed. 

The republicans appointed five hundred 
assistant sergeants-at-arms, and shortly 
after Sheriff Wilkinson took a hand as a 
peace officer. by Swearing in one thousand 
deputy sheriffs for keeping the peace. 
whereupon he notified the governor he could 
1 act with him in antagonizing either 

ouse. 

Thursday the republican members 
and five hundred armed men remained 
in the house chamber all night 

Food was smuggled past the guards 
without and handed up in baskets by ropes. 
Later in the day the mail car-iers were 
loaded with sandwitches and upon covering 
same loosely with letters under protection 
of United States marshals they were al 
lowed ingress and egress freely. 

Meanwhile the house indulged in patriotic 
songs, hes, lunch and coffee and prac- 
tical jokes went round. Many members 
slept in their seats and some used blankets 
introduced by reporters. 


New Peace Reigns. 


Then came the compromise by the gov- 
ernor. The republican house adjourned 
this inofning at 11 o’clock until Monday 
at 4 o'clock p. m. Peace prevails, but it 
is not certain yet how matters will termi- 
nate, but all congratulate the state tiat 
the soldiery did not undertake to charge the 
republican house Monday night, for resis- 
tance surely would have met violence. Dep- 
uty sheriffs would have opposed the oa 
diers and Governor Lewelling himself would 
have certainly been made an early target 
by irate citizens.

its frightful course. Legislatures make 
courts but courts do not make legislatures.

LEST HE WOULD GIVE OTHERS AWAY 


Tho Gey Life He Led at a Bucha- 
rest Music Hall. 


AND HOW HE HAS SCATTERED HIS MONEY 


Bucharest Policemen Knew Him and In- 
formed French Authorities, but No 
Attempt Was Made to Capture Him. 


London, February 18.—In Paris the 
Panama scandal has reached a point 


where all depends upon the arrest of | 


Arton. The aversion of the government 
to capturing a man whe possesses such 
damaging evidence of the bribery of one 
hundred aud four deputies, has been re 
vealed in a stronger light by the publi- 
cation of his life in Bucharest while the 
Paris police were supposed to be doing 
their utmost to catch him. The first eve- 
ning after his arrival in Bucharest Arton 
passed at a music hall, where he became 
acquainted with Miss Lilli Mers, princi- 
pal song and dance artist of the resort. 
He introduced himself as a German prince 
traveling incognito and threw money 
about so lavishly that he at once obtain- 
ed her favor. 

The next day he placed her in elegant 
apartments, then bought her a carriage 
and pair of horses, and subsequpently 
drove with her daily in public parks. 

Three days after his arrival he was the 
most conspicuous’ civilian in the Rou- 
manian capital, and having his enormous 
expenditure of money and his success 
with Miss Mers, was the subject of gossip 
in all clubs. He made no effort to dis 
guise himself, but wore the same closely 
cropped beard and the same striking 
garments which he had affected in Paris. 

Bucharest police were so sure of his 
identity that they at once telegraphed 
a description of him to Paris, and di- 
rected to him the attention of the French 
embassy, but they received no answer 
fron either source. Arton monopolized 
the attention of the gay world for three 
weeks, spent 20,000 francs on Miss Mers, 
and then left to return, he said, on March 
ist. Upon leaving he gave her 6,000 
francs worth of diamonds. When he had 
had time to get over the border two 
police inspectors from Paris arrived, con- 
fiscated a few unimportant papers 
Miss Mers’s apartments, and, without 
making inquiries as to Arton’s where- 
abouts, or further particulars, returned 
to France. , 

The mission of the police was purely 
perfunctory, intended merely to impress 
the people of France with the idea that 
the government was straining every nerv: 
to probe the scandal. After such an ex- 
hibition of indifference most persons in 
Paris and other European capitis believe 
that all charce of full exposure is past 
and the Panama incident may be regard- 
ed as closed. : 

In Germany the social democrats are 
making final efforts to defeat the army 
pill. Meetings to protest against the bill 
will be held in all the larger cities and 
towns tomorrow, and the social demo- 
crats’ press has been ordered by the cen- 
tral committee in Berlin to unite next 
week in a violent attack upon the meas- 
ure.

The Negro Question Again. 

Clarence Greeley, a nephew of the late 
Horace Greeley, who is of the staff of the 
University of North Carolina, writes a 
very interesting letter to The New York 
Commmercial Advertiser on the negro 
problem. He says nothing new on the 
subject, nor anything very suggestive, but 
what he does say goes to show that he 
understands the situation very clearly. 

Take away the policy of agitation and 
irritation—that is to say, take the ques- 
tion out of politics, and the problem dis- 
appears. This must be clear to any man 
of cOmmon sense who understands the 
matter, and who takes a large and serious 
view of it. Every wrong, every injus- 
tice that the negro has suffered, every 
obstacle that has been placed in his way, 
every serious difficulty the race has en- 
countered since emancipation may be 
traced directly to the irritation that has 
resulted from political agitation. The 
worst enemies the negro has ever ‘had 
are those who, imagining themselves to 
be his friengls, have taken his cause before 
a political tribunal. 

Such men as Mr. George W. 
Cable, meaning well and sincere 
of purpose, have done more harm 
to the negro than can possibly 
be measured. The great trouble about 
the politicians and the pamphleteers who 
imagine that legislation and agitation are 
essential to the advancement of the negro 
is that they do not understand the situa- 
tion. They do not take into considera- 
tion all the elements and forces that enter 
into the problem. Their views are nar- 


row and one-sided. They are the yictims | 


of preconceived notions apd (ifclong pre- 
judices, or they aré seized with whims of 
sentimentaiity that do not igive their 
root in reason or sound policy. ' 

When Mr. Clarence Greeley declares that 
“more, perhaps, than the north realizes 
the gulf has been widened by irritants 
where palliatives were greatly needed,” 
he touches the skirt of a great truth. Sure 
ly those people at the north who have a 
genuine desire to aid the negro are wrong- 
ing themselves and lum when they set 
their hands to a policy which is calculated 
to alienate him from those who alone 
have it in their power to give him sub 
stantial aid in his present situation. 

The politicians, we know, are obdu- 
Tate. So long as they can make capital 
put of the negro question they will 
bandy it about from stump to polling 
place. The pamphleteers, too, are self- 
conscious. They would not willingly sur- 
render the right to pose as national phil- 
anthropists in so cheap a fashion. Conse- 
quently, the negro problem, so-called, is 
in a continual whirl of discussion, where 

each disputant has a remedy based on 
profound ignorance and silly sentimen- 
tality. | 

Of late there has been some relief in 
this. direction, but we fear it will prove 
to be only momentary. The politicians 
must parade themselves before their con- 
stituents, and the pampbleteers must 
pose in the magazines. The negro prob 
lem will cease to be a problem when dis- 
cussion ceases altogether, or when it is 
carried on by those who understand that 
whatever is to be done in behalf of the 
negro race must be done through and by 
the southern people; when the 
Whole matter is taken out of 
politics; when the whims of the 
sentimentalists pass for what / they 
ure worth; when ail concerned come to 
the conclusion that the negro and his 
environment are in the hands of provi- 
dence. 

When time, as it inevitably must, cools 
the blind enthusiasm in hig behalf and 
cures the blind prejudice against him, the 
negro will be in a better position to work 
out his own salvation as an individual first 
and as the representative of a race af.- 
terwards. ey

The Need of Reformatories. 

Referring to an editorial in The Con- 
stitution on the subject of state reforma- 
tories The Raleigh Stato ‘Chronicle pre- 
sents some startling Ogures. a bill pro 
viding for a reformatory for juveniles is 
how pending before the general assembly 
of North Carolina, and in ſemonstrating 
the necessity for the passage of such a 
bill, our contemporary says: 

The importance of some reformation in the 
direction indicated appears from the fact 
that the penitentiary contains on its rolls to- 
day 300 convicts under twenty years, and 
fifty-eight under fifteen years. This is no 
exceptional condition. Two years ago it had 
862 under twenty, and fifty-six under fifteen 
years. It is estimated that as many as 300 


boys go to jail, workhouse or penitentiary 
annually, 


Think of it—three hundred couvicts 
under twenty years, and fifty-eight who 
are mere children, having scarcely arriv- 
ed at the age of accountability! Such a 
statement is one which cannot fail to 
awaken any legislature to a sense of the 
great responsibility which rests upon it 
when this queston comes up for discus- 
sion. The penitentiary is no place for 
boys, many of whom are sent there for 
the most trivial offense. Instead of thus 


completing the work of wrecking their. 


lives steps should be taken to redeem 
them. 

We are glad to see this reformatory 
question gaining ground and grow- 
ing on the people; the interest 
in it is becoming general and it 
is a live issue in our state 
legislatures. The Constitution has voiced 
the need for such a reformatory in this 


‘state on several occasions, and with the 


judicial endorsement given the subject it 
is but reasonable to presume that some 
definite action will be taken in regard to 
it. 

We take this opportunity to add a sec- 
ond endorsement to the reformatory bill 
in the North Carolina legislature. If it 
becomes à law it will influence the leg- 
islatures of other states in the introduc- 
tion of similar bills; and where they are 
needed, all such should pass without a 
dissenting voice. 

It would be well for the legislatures of 
states that need such institutions to be- 
come ‘thoroughly acquainted with the 
work of reformatories in the north and 
eaisewhere. If they did so, we believe 
that theirwerdict would be in their favor.

Our readers have seen yarfoas com- 
parisons made to show the extent of the 
pension tax the people are @alled on to 
pay—how it would more than pay the ex- 
penses of the largest standing army in 
the world; and how it has grown until 
one person in every thirty of our thirty- 
five millions of population is get- 
ting the beneft of the fund; but 
we venture to say thatthey have 
never seen the ,enormity of the 
tax more picturesquely and pungently 
set forth than in the comparison which 
Judge Keiley makes. 4 

He cails attention to the fact that when 
the Franco-Prussian indemnity of five 
thousand millions of francs ($965,000,000) 
was exacted by Germany the demand 
was considered a merciless exercise of 
the power of conquest. “Will it be be- 
lieved,” Judge Keiley asks, “that be the 
close of the current fiscal year (June 30, 
1893) the south will have paid for the 
support of northern families one hundred 
and eleven millions of doMars more than 
an @quivalent number of French people 
were required to pay the conquering 
Germans as war indemnity?’ Judge 
Keiley adds: 

By the close of next June the sum paid in 
pensions will amount in round numbers to 
fifteen hundred and seventy-five millions of 
dollars ($1,575,000,000). Now, the proportion 
of the southern people to the whole popula- 
tion of the union since the war has been re- 
markably constant at one-third, so that the 
south has contributed of that total one-third, 
or five hundred and twenty-five millions of 
dollars ($525,000,000). The average population 
of the south since the war has been fifteen 
millions, or three-sevenths of the population af 
France in 1871, so that the sum which the 
southern people would have had to provide 
for the war indemnity to Germany would 
have been three-sevenths of nine hundred and 
sixty-five millions of dollars, or four hundred 
and fourteen millions ($414,000,000), which 
is less by $111,000,000 than the south has al- 
ready paid to the north, and the beginning of 
the end “is not yet.” 

The south must go on and pay Its pro- 
portion of the fund exacted for the sup- 
port of the northern families, but south- 
ern congressmen should see to it that the 
pension lists are stripped of the fraudw 
lent names that swarm there, and that 
the whole business is cleansed of the 
corruption that has characterized its man- 
agement. This duty constitutes about as 
big an issue as any we know, and it isa 


pressing one.

A life-long Friend Spends the Day with 
Him—The Cause of His Deed a Deep 
Mys*tery—His Father Coming.

Aaron Raphael, the young Bostonian who 
shot himself in bis room at the Kimball 
house, is but barely alive and his life is 
gradually ebbing away. 

All day yesterday a remarkable struggle 
Went on in his room. Fioating between the 
Shores of life and death, he was pulling 
for the darker shore. The efforts of phy- 
sicians and the ministrations of priests he 
would have none of. Twenty-four hours 
of pain and lucid contemplation had not 
weakened his determination to die. 

Still firm in his purpose to meet death, 
he refused the medicines the physicians 
pressed to his lips. He even turned away 
the kindly minister who came to offer such 
aid as the dying need. 

He was conseious all the while. Yester- 
day morning his mind was remarkably 
Clear. But his sufferings were acute and 
he was given a slight quantity of mor- 
phine. He slept for a little while. During 
the morning he spit up blood in great quan- 
tities. The nerve and courage with witich 
he bore his sufferings was remarkable. 
Even when wild with suffering he refused 
the medicine which would give relief. 

Karly yesterday morning Mr. D. J. 
Joel, traveling salesman for the Davis Shoe 
Company, of Boston, reached the Kimball. 
He came in on a train before daylight and 
went to the Kimball, where he always stops 
when in the city. 

Mr. Joel came down to breakfast late, 
nel fg the morning’s Constitution in his 
hand. hile waiting for his breakfast to 
be brought he es through the paper. 
The first thing his eye fell upon was the 
account of the attempted suicide of young 
Raphael. He sprang from his seat, hardly 
willing to believe the evidence of his own 
—— He did not wait to read the articig 

rough, but gathering its purport from 
the headlines, he hurried to Manager Porter 
and asked to see Raphael. 

“Why, I know that boy like a brother,” 
— sai “and I cannot understand this at 


In three minutes he was in Raphael's 
room. Raphael was lying flat upon his 
back, hfs eyes open and upon the Wall 
the position in which he has been lying 
since he was shot—when Joel entered. 
His ee dropped upon Mr. Joel with a 
swift look of recognition, and: then pow 
turned away. At the sight of Joel he shud- 
dered, and when his friend spoke to him 
he would not look up or speak. Mr. Joel 
begged him to talk, but he would not do so, 
showing plainly by his actions that he had 
no wish to talk to his old friend. 

Mr. Jdel was greatly wrought up, and 
under the influence of the shock upon his 
nervous system he could scarcely talk about 
the affair. ss than a month before he 
had seen and visited Raphacl in his home— 
and a good one it was—in Boston. Had 
seen him happy and loved, and apparently 
happy himself. Now he saw him in a 
strange city, dying from a wound inflicted 
by his own hand. He could offer no expla- 
nation for it. 

He set about doing everything he could 
to add to the comfort of the dying man. 
He remained with him throughout the day, 
nursing the boy like a brother. When seen 
by a Constitution reporter he was extreme- 
ly reticent, saying that he preferred not to 
say anything about the affüfr on account 
of the boy’s family. 

It's so sudden, so mysterious—I cannot 
explain it,” he said. Less than a month 
ago I saw him at home. I had not the 
least idea of seeing him again here. This 
morning after I learned of this I went 
down and consulted with my dairy. I find 
that_on the 18th of last month I attended 
a dance where he acted as one of the aides. 
He was in the happiest of spirits then. 
He danced and laughed in the gayest man- 
ner. I also saw him at his home. 

“His father is a well-to-do clothier, and 
has a family of six children. Aaron, who 
is nineteen years old, worked with him in 
the clothing business until last May, when 
he fell from his bicycle and received an in- 
jury which disabled him for the time for 
work. The injury was by no means perma- 
nent and I think he has recovered from it. 
I think he left home just for a little pleas 
ure trip, but what influenced him to do this 
terrible thing I cannot say. 

I see some suggestion has been made to 
the effect that he might have been a gam- 
bler and killed himself because he had lost 
heavily. I do not believe it at all. In fact, 
I know that three months ago he did not 
know cards. I think that a mistake. 

“T don’t think there is a girl in the case. 
He was not a boy that cared much for girls, 
and was not one that they would be apt to 
take a liking to. No, I cannot explain it. 
I have questioned him, but he will tell me 
nothing, and as good a friend as I have 
been to him and his family he seems not 
to want to talk to me. 

“here is no trouble at his home between 


charmingly. I never knew of anything so 
mysterious.” 

esterday ‘morning Rabbi Reich called 
on Raphael to offer N spiritual aid and 
advice. The dying man waved the man of 
God from him with an impatient gesture. 

“Go away and let me alone,“ he said firm- 
ly, “I want none of you. I want to die.“ 

Drs. Huzza, Elkin and Nicolson attended 
the young man yesterday. Dr. Huzza re- 
mained throughout the day, as he had done 
during the night previous. | 

Two telegrams were received from Ra- 
phael's father. One was written under the 
impression that his son was dead. He re- 
quested that the body be embalmed and 
kept until he could arrive. Later Dr. Huz- 
za received a message asking him to spare 
no effort to save his boy, and he would pay 
him well for it. He left for Atlanta imme- 
diately “ee receipt of the telegrams an- 
nouncing his son’s rash act, and will arrive 
in Atlanta tonight. 

Raphael was conscious all yesterday and 
last night, but could not be induced to talk 
about the reasons for his deed. He express- 
ed his unchanged desire to die, saying he 
had nothing to live for. At times his suf- 
ferings were distressing to witness.

SOME LENTEN SOUPS. 
Delicious Meatless Soaps of the Creole

Wise with the wisdom of the serpent 
is old Felicie when she serves with the 
Lenten dinner the delicate soup— 
“Poor soup,” indeed quotha! From its steam- 
ing depths rise odors delicious and satisfy- 
ing, and although it is seasoned but with 
herbs and innocent of meat, it is nutritious 
and healthful for the feverish spring-time of 

e year. 

If you watch closely, which is your only 
method of learning where Felicie is teacher 
you find that thorough cooking of all the 
ingredients is the corner stone, 80 to * 
of the structure. The hasty preparation 9 
food is not Felicie’s forte; she knows noth- 
ing of “quick meal” stoves and “one minute 
decoctions. 

While her yegetables are slowly_simmer- 
ing themselves. into the soft, tender mass 
she desires, other duties can be attended to, 
but aes oe must not be hastened. As 
she ‘ble the butter and flour, or the eggs 
and milk with which to amal te all 
her ingredients into the smooth, velvety 
result, she tells you in clipped French, un 
liaison, madame; tres necessaire.” And an 
essential very necessary you find it when 
with unskilled figgers you try to do likewise 
—a lumpy, viscous mass, instead of the 
creamy liquid you love to look upon and 
devour. 

Suppose you want a simple potato soup? 
you tell Felicie, “ah, oui, madame; 
pormentien,” and this is the way.she makes 

Felicie’s Potato Soup and Crontons. 

Wash and peel six er eight potatoes; put 
them into a saucepan with two onions cut 
into tiny pieces and three pints of cold wa- 
ter. Bring them to a boil, and when per- 
fectly tender, which should be in about 
thirty-five or forty minutes, pass tlie whole 
through a sieve. Return to.the fire and 
season with pepper and sam, a pinch of 
grated nutmeg and a lump of butter the 
size of a walnut. Bring again to a boil 
and stir in quickly a cup of rich milk; serve 
immediately. Bear in mind that all these 
soups are to be poured over croutons, and 
that tHis is the way you prepare them. 

Remove the crust from slices of stale 
bread; cut into small dice, and drop into 
boiling butter; shake very gently but thor- 
oughly till light golden-brown: en done, 
which will be in about a minute, take them 
up with a skimmer and lay them in the 
mouth of the oven on brown pa r to dry. 
Lard may be used instead o batter: the 
croutons are not quite so rich but a prettier 
color; in either casé, the fat must nearly 
cover the bread and must be boiling. 

Hfre is another Creole potage. 

Cltan and cut up fine four very red car- 
rots, two large onions, one turnip and two 
sticks of celery; put these t fry with but- 
ter, size of an egg, and about a teaspoonful 
of sugar. Brown slightly and pour in four 
or five tablespoonfuls of boiling water. 
Simmer a quarter of an hour, and turn in- 
to the soup kettle with salt and pepper to 
taste, adding a bouquet garni, made of u 
sprig of thyme, some parsley, a few cloves 
and a bay leaf tied together with a thread. 
Pour in a quart of boiling water, cover 
alla simmer gently at least two hours; 
the vegetables must be perfectly soft. 
Mash through a sieve and ‘return to the 
fire, adding a pint of new milk. When boil- 


ing, Stir in a teaspoonful of flour that has 


been well blended in à very little cold wa- 
ter or milk. Let it boil a minute or two 
and serve at once with croutons. 

here is all imaginable difference in this 
soup when the carrots are mashed very 
fine, or, the other thing! When these 
homely vegetables that form so large a 
art of the stock in hand of the genuine 
‘ranch or Creole cook, are properly boiled 
and mashed, they impart a delicate tinge 
savor peculiarly their own. On the 


in his soup plate some bits of underdone 
vegetable, with a strong, decidedly un- 
leasant taste, is usually equally strongly 
ecided against the flavor of carrot in 
anything. 

True Soupe Maigre. 


Simmer very gently until quite tender 
a quart of dried peas, two large onions, a 
head of celery, a carrot, two turnips, a 
handful” of spinach and a sprig of mint; 
when perfectly soft; pass through a sieve 
and return to the fire with two lumps of 
sugar, a piece of butter, size of a walnut, 
a head of lettuce sliced, and salt and pep- 
per to taste. If you can get them, boil 
asparagus tips apart in a little salted water, 
Grain, and add when dishing the soup. 

Golden Soupe Maigre. 


Another maigre soup is a little trouble- 
some, but very delicate and savory. Boil 
young peas, asparagus tips and small dice 
of carrots until thoroughly done, but do not 
mash: drain and add after you prepare a 
soup as follows: 

Boil two onions and a few stalks of cel- 
ery in two pints of water; strain them 
out and pour in a pint of new milk; salt 
and pepper. When boiling stir in three 
tablespoonfuls of flour which has been per- 
fectly blended with a little cold milk; let 
it boil nearly ten minutes, stirring constantly. 

Have ready in the tureen the well-beaten 
yolks of two eggs. Pour the soup on these 
very gently, stirring quickly. Season with 
celery salt and add the previously prepared 
vegetables. Serve very hot with croutons. 


Potage a la Bonne Femme. 


Sorrel is among the earliest spring greens, 
and its strong. aromatic taste is very pleas- 
ant. French chefs present a soup wherein 
the flavor of sorrel is very apparent and call 
it potase a la bonne femme. Has this any 
reference to its slightly ‘acidulated fla vor, 
should you think? At all events perfectly 
sweet things grow very tiresome after awhile 
and this is why both women and soup should 
have a little spice—let us not say acid—in 
their composition. 

Put into a sauce pan butter egg-size; three 
leaves of lettuce finely sliced, a pint of sor- 
rel minced, an onion and three parsley sprigs, 
also minced; cover the sautepan and fee 
these all stew gently ten minutes, then sift 
in two tablespoonfuls of flour, mixing well 
Pour in gradually, stirring always, three 
quarts of boiling water. Put a cup of 
mashed potato into three-quarters of a cup 
of rich milk and add to the soup; season 
with pepper, salt and a pinch of nutmeg. 
Mix the ‘beaten yolks of four eggs with a 
little milk—use a cupful altogether—in the 
tureen and pour in some of the boiling soup; 
put in some dice of toast and pour rest 
of the soup over; cover and stand in a warm 
place five minutes. Serve hot. If preferred 
this soup can be passed through a sieve 
before pouring over the eggs.

The case refers to the old cemetery at 
the foot of Cherry street. It seems that 
in about 1826, the legislature of Georgia 
granted to the city of con four acres of 
ground, lying between Sixth and Seventh, 
and Cherry and Poplar streets, for burying 
purposes only. It was used as a cemetery 
for many years, and the bones of some of 
Macon’s former wealthiest and best known 
citizens lie interred there. Years ago the 
cemetery was abandoned for burial pur- 
poses and new cemeteries were established 
remote from there. The city council pro- 

to remove from the old cemetery the 
nes and ashes of the dead and transfer 
them to Rose Hill cemetery, and over the 
remains of all the unknown dead it was 
proposed to erect a monument; then the 
city council intended to divide the old cem- 
etery into lots for building Purposes and 
sell them. Messrs. Butler and Harris pro- 
tested against this action, as they did not 
wish the dust of the founders of Macon to 
be disturbed, and a temporary injunction 
was issued by Judge Miller, restraining 
the mayor and council from carrying out 
their purposes, on the ground that the 
legislature gave the land to the city on 
the expressed condition that it was to be 
used for burial purposes only. The intend- 
ed hearing for this week was on the ques- 
tion to make the injunction permanent. It 
is said that at the meeting of the cit 
council next Tuesday night, a resolution will 
be introduced asking that the injunction be 
made permanent, and that the cemetery 
will be enclosed with a substantial fence. 
Some of the original four acres, granted for 
the cemetery, has been encroached upon by 


buildings. 
Baer Against Harris.

The Engineers and Conductors on the 
Sam Go Out. 


WILL THE STRIKE BE GENERALP 


Genaral. Manager Gabbett on the Search 
for Men- The Central and L. and N. 
Will Join the Sam. 


Americus, Ga., February. 18.—(Special.)— 
At 6 o'clock this evening all the engineers 
and conductors of the Savannah, Ameri- 
cus and Montgomery railroad went out on 
a strike and all trains have stopped run- 
ning. This is in consequence of failure to 
get new contracts with the receivers in 
place of the old contracts declared off on 
February Ist. 

Under the former management the engi- 
neers and conductors had coutracts which 
the receivers declined longer to recognize 
and reduced the salaries of conductors on 
February Ist. This led to a demand for a 
restoration of salaries and a renewal of 
contracts by both brotherhoods. 

Assistant Grand Chief Youngson for 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and Assistant Grand Chief Garrettson and 
Grand Chief Clarke, of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors, have been here for ten 
days endeavoring to arrange matters, but 
have failed and after their final offer of 
arbitration had been refused they ordered 
the strike. 

Colonel S. H. Hawkins, receiver, dis- 
claimed any authority to make such con- 
tracts without instructions of the court 
and the court declined to take any official 
cognizante of what he regarded as the bus- 
iness of the receiver. Receiver Hamilton, 
of Baltimore, did not make his usual visit 
here this month, though the engineers and 
conductors have been waiting some days 
in hopes that the two receivers might after 
conference conclude to accede to the demands 
of the employes. 

There seems to be no prospects tonight 
for any trains tomorrow, though Generai 
Manager Gabbett is in Atlanta trying to 
secure engineers to fill the places of the 
strikers. 

The engineers think that this action of 
the receivers is deliberately planned as the 
beginning of a fight on organized labor, but 
the management claims the abrogation of 
contracts was necessary to reduce expenses. 

People here regard this as the probable be- 
ginning of the great railroad war which will 
soon be joined in by other roads, especially 
the Central and the Louisville and Nashville, 
otherwise the management of the Sam 
would not have undertaken alone to fight 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
and the Order of Railway Conductors with- 
out some assurance of support.

Which Means a Great Deal to the South 
Atlantic Cities. 


Savannah, Ga., February 18.—(Special.) 
A conference that may prove to be a turp- 
ing point in Savannah's commercial his- 
tory was held here today, Charleston, 
Brunswick and Savannah being represented. 

T from Charleston were T. R. Me- 
Gahan, president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce; J. Adger Smythe president of the 
cotton exchange; Thaddeus Street, cotton 
exporter; Theodore Nathans, grain and pro- 
duce broker; and E. P. Waring general 
freight and passenger agent of the South 
Carolina railroad. 

President Purse, of the board of trade, met 
the visitors and after they had breakfasted, 
provided carriages and drove with them 
around the city. At the board of trade, a 
large number of members were introduced 
to them. At the cotton exchange more in- 
troductions followed. The visitors were 
then escorted to the directors’ room where 
they went into private conference with 
these committees: Cotton exchange—Presi- 
dent Edward Karow, Vice President W. G. 
Cann, Henry D. Stevens. Board of trade, 
President D. G. Purse, I. B. Tiedeman, 
John R. Young. Brunswick was repre- 
sented by C. D. Ogg. 

President Karow called the conference 
to order and was made chairman. The ob- 
ject of the conference was stated as hav- 
ing been in part changed by the pleasing 
character of a telegram received by Mr. 
Nathans, just as the party was leaving 
ésharleston. It stated that the desired law 
to export rates on grain, flour, etc., had 
been granted by the sub-committee of the 
Southern Railroad and Steamship Associa- 
tion to which the matter had been referred 
by the rate commissioner to whom an ap- 
peal was sent some time ago. 

This announcement was a surprise to all. 
It had been kept a secret unil the moment 
fie information was given, that this was 
what the conference was to accomplish. 
With export rates, already secured, this 
subject of discussion was removed and 
after some congratulatory remarks the con- 
ference dropped that and began to discuss 
ways by which freights could be secured. 

ith export rates, now secured, Savan- 
nah, Charleston and Brunswick are in us 
advantageous a position as New York and 
Baltimore to secure export trade in 
rain, flour, etc. This fact was clearly 
— out. Once freights of this charac- 
ter began to be diverted in this direction 
the rest will be easily done. 

The great obstacle in the past has been 


the high freight rates. With this now re. 


moved, the rest is of easy accomplishment. 

Mr. Nathan introduced a resolution which 
was adopted, calling for the appointment of 
a committee of two from each port 
Charleston, Savannah and Brunswick —to 
examine more fully into the matter as to 
the best methods to be adopted to secure 
such shipments and to report back to each 
of the ports, The following committee was 
appointed: Savannah cotton exchange, J. 
F. Walker; Savannah board of trade, I. 
B. Tiedeman; Charleston Cotton Exchange. 
. * Charleston merchants' ex- 
change, T. Nathans. Brunswick bodies will 
appoint similar representatives. 

The committee met later in the day for 
a talk as to the course it shall pursue.
